The City Convention—Marrison, of 
Course, Then Duauphy, Neumeister, 
and Grinnell. 

The Democratic City Convention met at the 
Palmer House yesterday morning, being 
called to order by R. B. Stone, Chairman of 
the Central Committee, who named F. H. 
Winston for temp orary Chairman. 

Mr. Winston sald it had been two years 
since they met. The people then ratified 
their action, and the Democratic Administra- 
tion had been clean and honest. It was pro- 
posed to ask the people to ratify that Admin- 
istration again Tuesday. He urged the dele- 
gates to put a ticket in the field that would 
command the support of the party, and of 
this great free city. Their opponents had 
abandoned the field in advance. The “ Puri- 
tans and rich men” had banded to- 
gether, and proposed to make the Noor 
men bear the burdens of taxation.“ 
The Democratic party favored a just 
and proper saloon license; it also 
favored the taxing of all kinds of business, 
that the rich men and corporations should 
not escape. Thecity was not yet prepared 
to put on “the ironclad cloak of prohibi- 
tion.” The Mayor had been hampered for 
two years by the small amount of money at 
his command, but every dollar had been paid 
out honestly. The Democrats were told that 
they belonged to the criminal classes by 
men who were seeking to escape taxation.”’

The South Town Covention—The Bum 
mers Fighting for the Offices. 

Immediately atter the adjournment of the 
Democratic City Convention the twenty-six 
delegates elected at the Democratic prima- 
ries to the South Town Convention assem- 
bled in the down-stairs-club-room of the 
Palmer House. William J. Clingen toak the 
chair and adjured the delegates to exercise 
the utmost care and discretion in their selec- 
tion ot candidates and to nominate only men 
who were thoroughly competent and would 
not bring discredit upon the Democratic 
party.

Rum - Holes and Houses of Prostitution Its Principal Features. 


An Instructive Sketch for the Benefit of Chicago’s Honest Voters. 


At the request of numerous citizens of all parties—men who are in favor of an honest 
and clean City Government—TuHE TriBuNE reproduces today a map which appeared in its 
issue of March 10, showing the classes of iniquitous business transacted in that section of 
the city known as “the Levee,” from whose precincts come the ellleient workers upon 
whom Carter Harrison relies to reélect him Mayor of Chicago. It will be seen by reference 
to the map that the Harrisonian stronghold is a cesspool of vice, and with this fact in mind 


comment is unnecessary. 


There are 3,799 saloons in Chicago licensed for the sale of intoxicating liquors. The 


| number of unlicensed places cannot be accurately estimated, but ex-officials of the city and 


others, whose calculations are based on a compreheusive knowledge of the facts, have 
estimated that there is a total of at least 6,000 places in the city where liquor is sold and 
drank. There were twenty-eight police prosecutions last year for the sale of liquor without 
a license, but necessarily this can only represent but a very small fraction of those engaged 
in the illegal trade. In numerous groceries, restaurants, and saloons the law is successfully 


evaded. 


It is also a well-known fact that in many of the low dives with which the city 


abounds, gambling-houses, houses of prostitution, etc., liquor is sold and drank without any 


pretense of legal authority. 


There are some 300 or more drug-stores where liquor is sold 


in bottle and for medicinal purposes, but leaving these out ot the question it may be fairly 
estimated that there are 5,000 liquor-shops in the city, Estimating the population at 600,000, 
this gives one liquor-shop to every 120 inhabitants—

In the matter of food supplies the directory shows that there are in the retail trade 295 
bakers, 645 butchers, and 570 grocers, making a total of 2,510. Adding 10 per cent to this for 
increase since the directory was compiled the total will be 2,761. Therefore there are nearly 
twice as many liquor-shops as food-shops—the proportion being as 5,000 to 2,761—in other 
words, there is one food-store to every forty-three families and one liquor-store to every 


twenty-four families. 


In the three divisions of the city the licensed saloons are located about as follows: 
West Side, 1,660; South Side, 1,540; North Side, 600. This shows that the South. Side has 
considerably more saloons in proportion to the population than either of the other divisions. 
This is explained by the fact that so many saloons are crowded in that disreputable portion 
of the South Side termed “tne Levee,” and also that the average number of saloons is larger 
in the business centre than in other sections of the city. In order that the public may form 
a correct idea as to how the liquor traffic has almost monopolized the entire business of 
some districts, a map has been prepared showing the exact number and location of the 
licensed saloons in a section of a little over one-half mile square. The section illustrated 
lies between Clark and State streets and Jackson and Twelfth streets: it consists of fifteen 
blocks, and its measurement may be estimated at three-fourths of a mile in length by two- 
fifths in width. In this small compass there are 225 saloons. 

: A GLANCE AT THE MAP 
will show in a manner more forcible than words the extraordinary position this liquor 
traffic has attained. On the east side of the Clark street block between Taylor and Twelfth 


streets there are nineteen saloons. 


On the west side of State street between Van Buren 


and Twelfth streets—a distance of about five-eighths of a mile—on one side of the street 
only—there are fifty-six saloons. On the west side of Clark between Van Buren and Polk 
there are twenty-seven saloons and on the east side nineteen saloons, making forty-six 
saloons in a séction of a single street two blocks in length.

CAMPAIGN WORK. 


A Detalled Report of the Situation in 
Every Ward in the City. 

By some mistake it had been announced 
that the Executive and Campaign Committees 
of the Citizens’ Union party would hold sep- 
arate meetings at their headquarters, Grand 
Pacific Hotel, at 10 o’eclock a. m. yesterday. 
As a consequence, a great many representa- 
tives of the Ward Campaign Committees 
were in waiting for some time before that 
hour, but it was afterward ascertained that 
the hour fixed for the meeting was 2 p. m. 
After some expressions of dissatisfaction 
at the mistake in_the aunouncement, the 
committeemen withdrew. ’ 

The general Executive Committee held a 
secret session at 11 a. m., which lasted until 
1 p. m., Judge Cary being present. Just 
what business was transacted could not be 
ascertained, but among other things consid- 
ered were the hiring of halls for mass-meet- 
ings, negotiations for brass bands, and the 
engagement of speakers. Nothing of much 
importance was done during the forenoon in 
or about headquarters. 

THE CAMPAIGN COMMITTEE. 

At half-past 2 p. m. the A 1. Commit- 
tee met in their hall at No, 232 Clark street 
for the purpose of hearing the reports of the 
different Ward Campaign Committees. Ex- 
Ald. Smyth presided. The following is a 
summary of the committee’s report: 

First Ward—It is unanimously in favor of 
Arthur Dixon for Alderman, and the ward 
committee eutertains no doubts as to his 
election. The ward was reported doubtful, 
as to the vote for Mayor. There is a Repub- 
lican judge in every precinct. 

Second Ward—lt is opposed to high license.

bixth Ward—All judges of el are 
Democrats with three exceptions. raudu- 
lent registration is reported.

Seventh Ward— This is reported as being 
in a deplorable state as regards organiza- 
tion. Many Democrats will not vote at all. 
Dr. Mulfinger is the recognized candidate for 
Alderman. 

Eighth Ward—It is not fully organized, 
but great dissatisfaction expressed with Har- 
rison’s Administration, It has no candidate 
for Alderman. There are thirty-six judges 
of election, ouly four of whom are Republic- 


ans. 

Ninth. Ward— There is no candidate for 
Alderman. The nomination of the candi- 
date for Alderman is left with the Ward 
There is only one 
Republican judge in the ward. 

Tenth Ward—They hope to carry the day. 

Eleventh Ward—Itis wellorganized and 
well “worked.” There are rumors of an 
Independent candidate for Alderman. 

Twelfth Ward—Everything is lovely and 
the judges of election are fair. Walter 8. 
Hull is the recognized candidate for Alder- 
man. 

Thirteenth Ward—It is fairly well organ- 
ized, aud there are two Republican judges 
in six precincts and three Republican candi- 
dates for Alderman. 

Fourteenth Ward—There is no organiza- 
tion whatever, and a majority of the judges 
are Democrats. Frank Schlack is the candi- 
date for Alderman. 

Fifteenth Ward—There is no organization, 
and but one Republican judge in each pre- 
cinect.

THE SERVICES. 
SOLEMN RITES IN THE CHURCH. 

Kenosna, Wis., March 28.—[{Special.]}—Al- 
though the hour set for the funeral services 
to begin were 3 o’clock, it was a half-hour 
later than that when the remains of the de- 
ceased were borne into the church. In ac- 
cordance with the well-known views of 
Judge Howe in life, and with the wishes of 
the ramily, the utmost simplicity was ob- 
served. No military company or other or- 
ganization in uniform participated. The 
procession as it entered the church was 
headed by the chaplains of the occasion—the 
Rev. Robert Collyer and the Rev. M. H. Sim- 
mons of Minneapolis. Following came the 
casket with the following bearers: Chief- 
Justice Lynn, Senator Sawyer, Horace 
Rublee, Frank Hatton, Senator Hill of Colo- 
rado, and Gov. Rusk. 

The immediate relatives of the deceased 
followed, and the remainder of the proces- 
sion, or so much thereof as could be accom- 
modated in the little church, then filed in as 
follows: The official committee appointed by 
Gov. Rusk, consisting of the following 
named gentlemen: The Hon. M. M. Jackson, 
Chief-Justice Cole, the Hon. J. R. Doolittte, 
Senator Sawyer, the Hon. William Pitt 
Lynde, Gen. David Atwood, the Hon. G. 
W. Hazelton, Judge G. W. Cate, the 
Hon. M. L. Martin, the Hon. T. G. 
Simmons, and Prof. Stirling: members 
of the Cabinet, Justices of the 
Supreme Court of Wisconsin, members and 
ex-members of Congress; Wisconsin Senate 
and Assembly; representatives of the postal 
service; local organizations; citizens gener- 
ally. The exercises consisted of reading an 
address by the Rev. Mr. Simmons, prayer 
and sermon by the Rev. Mr. Collyer, and 
music.

The musical program was carried out by 
the Schubert Quartet of Chicago, made up 
of the following named gentlemen: L. A.

THK ADDRESS. 

The Rev. Mr. Simmons said: 

This is not the piace to review the deeds of 
Senator Howe. They last for all to see—woven 
into the public history of a third of a century. 
Not what he did, but what he was, is the theme 
for our thought here. His general worth Wis- 
cousin bas indorsed by these more than twenty 
years of high official trust. I shall not cheapen 
the funeral tribute by denying that de had 
faults. Yet how few y seem today! Great 
men, says Landor, too often have greater faults 
than smaller men have room for. Yet even in 
that “tierce light that beats upon office ino 
our land more fiercely than upon a throne: this 
great man’s life shines soiled By no great faults, 
and never by the faults of little men. If he 
showed tavor to friends, it was a noble friend- 
sbip in which be counted not bis own gain, and 
nocbarge of corruption stains his record. If 
he sometimes showed barshness to foes, it was 
in the spirit of a true soldier who heeds not per- 
sonal peril. And the very deeds that bave been 
most censured in him—such as his criticism of 
President Hayes’ Administration—have been 
done with a daring disregard of the conse- 
quences to himself, which lifts him beyond the 

range of censure. 

It be did sometimes show the spirit of parti- 
sauship. it was after all loyaity to that great 
party which saved the Nauon and freed che 
slaves, and which was worthy of that devotion 
of love and ite he so unseltishly gave it. And 
if his stalwart Republicanism was sometimes 
suspicious of untried reforms, it was but the 
teaching of that wise conservatism which is the 
bulwark of the State and the safety of society. 

And when I remember bow he, in his unselfish 
devotion to bis party, declined the offer of the 
Chief-Justiceship of the United States—tne 
position which hein early life pronounced tue 
highest in our Nation, and which I yesterday 
heurd a wise and learned man pronounce the 
most exalted in the worid—I shall not criticise 
his party spirit. The man who can so calmly 
put aside the most coveted prize of bis visions 
when it finally comes into his hands, even though 
he does it for the sake of party, shows something 
higher than the partisan, something bigber than 
the patriot, something that outshines Senates 
and outweighs Presidential mansions, and 
passes judument on Chiecf-Justices—moral prin- 
ciple. Before such fidelity to principle, shown 
more than that once in this Senator's life, bow 
all the criticisms fade away! 

But wby speak of criticisms. Today they are 
already forgotten. Listen to the talk, read the 

pers. His faults are so few that his worst 

foes are ashamed to speak of them. His par- 
tisanship was so pure t all parties unite to 
praise him. Bebind the 1 Wisconsin 
sees the statesman 80 wise t she gladiy gave 
bim her highest office far longer thanto any 
‘other man, and so upright that she can proudly 
point to him as one who could have nad the of- 
fice earlier and heid it later bad be but stooped 
to beg or bid for it. Bebind the lawyer, behind 
the Judge, behind the Senator, behind the Cab- 
inet other. we see the man whose moral integ- 
rity bas ever stood intact, and whose personal 
purity challenges criticism and listensin vain 
fora response. And behind the — of his 
public life we see chat generous and genial beart 
which made his official dignity so grucious with 
courtesy and bound the most casual companion 
to him in so warm a friendship. 

Perhaps we should rate even hirber than the 
capacity of the Judge this spirit of the gentie- 
man, and above the wisdom of the Senator the 
warm beart of the citizen. 

This funeral gather from distant States is 
a worthy tribute to his honor. But no less 
touching is the fact that a sister city sits wail- 
ing with busbed voice to receive the form of a 
loved citizen and neighbor. We send the body 
to its final resting-piace with them. But we 
shall long remember that erect and stately 
stature which —7 — a@ more erect integrity 
that nothing could swerve and a statelier man- 
bood that never stooped to wrong.

ROBERT COLLYER’S MEMORIAL, 


Mr. Collyer began by saying it seemed im- 
possible for him to speak a fittumg word con- 
cerning the neighbor, friends and fellow-citi- 
zen whose remains lay before him. The in- 
timation had reached him Monday night that 
his presence was required at those last sad 
rites over the remains of the beloved dead. 
Ile had hastened on his. way in answer to 
that intimation, and had reached here just in 
time to participate in these rites. Therefore, 
. a prepared qe without manu- 
script, ot evey notes, he must proceed with 
the task before him. 

He spoke as follows: 

All that we need is here; all the text and ser- 
mon regired for such an occasion is found in 
that which overlies before us, and in what we 
know of him over and around whose dust we 
congregate today. PreparationMor the occasion 
could giveus nothing more teadering, nothing 
that could move our hearts or touc the whelli- 
springs of our creation with more power. From 
ail sides come words and testimonials all un- 
mistakable. 

We have our different views and our aiffering 
theories as to the policies and methods of pub- 
lic management, but here in the presence of 
our beloved dead we are not Republicans, we 
are not Democrats, we seek not to further our 
opinion in any given direction in policies or in 
faith. Our hearts ali beat just alike in the pres- 
ence and under the influence of the one over- 
mretering emotion of the hour. We forget all 
party and only remember the life and the 
record of the grand, noble man, the citizen and 
the gentleman—a strong man, with deep and 
sure convicuons, and so brave about it all. Dr. 
Bushnell used to say that there was a patience 
of judgment and conscience so mastering that 
if it bid its votary go over Niagara ne would go. 
l believe Senator Howe was a man of whom 
such a remark could be made with truth. Had 
judgment and conscience bid him go over Niag- 
ara he would have gone. With him the judg- 
ment seat was not set On earth; it was the great 
white throne. I believe he was actuated by the 
deepest and most abiding houesty of almost any 
man lever knew. 

One of our great Generals, in the midst of a 
prolonged and terrible battie, when a series of 
maneuvres was suggested to him, repliea “I nev- 
er maueuvre.“ Such a man was Senator Howe. 
He never maneuvred. He took only a straight, 
honest, manly course. Sometimes he lost pop- 
ularity, but not forever, fur those who kuew 
him knew that the straight, honest, manly course 
would win inthe end. .. . All we can do is 
to gather and thank God for such a life; for 
giving us such a man. Of Cromwell it was said 
that he could learn no great thing from outside; 
he must derive his knowledge from within. So 
it was with our friend. e had that sort of 
Quaker element in him which leoked for the 
guidance of the iuner light.” I found but 
little satisfaction in preaching to Senator Howe. 
I felt that I could scarcely speak on a subject 
ecoucerning which he did not know more than 1. 
I felt as I preached that he kept that side open 
which was nearest Heaven rather than that 
which was under the pulpit. If I had been 
preaching with him as asingie listener I shouid 
have felt like saying. Go home, or else come 
up here and talk and let me listen.“ 

This enlightenment of the inner light” did 
not belong to George Fox alone, but it belonged 
to Luther and a host of others away back to our 
dear Christ, and away back to all the hosts of 
men since meu began to commune with God, and 
wit all those to whom it belonged today our 
friend would learn from within. It is said 
that once when a great monarch was 
to be burieda man stepped forward and for- 
bade the burial, saying Stop. He whose body 
you would bury here robbed meof the svilin 
which you wouid place his body. The land be- 
longs of right to me, and I will not permit the 
burial. A commission was quickly summoned, 
the matter investigated,and the man's story 
fnund wo be true. 

Il say today, and I say it as with a full respon- 
sibility to God for my utterance, that I do not 
believe the man lives in all the world who 
can approach the coffin and say there is 
a foot of ground on earth where it can be de- 
barrea from buriaal because of any dishonesty 
ever perpetrated by him whose remains lie bere. 
I do not know what his earthly condition was. I 
do not kaow whether he was rich or poor, but 
this I do know: that no man can point his finger 
at his record and say he ever touched a“ dirty 
dollar.“ There is a sort of ave age honesty, an 
honesty which in the long run “evens up” fair- 
ly well, but sometimes we find a man of whom 
we way say, He is honest as God Himself —a 
man wbose whole life is bonest. 

Such a man is not only brave, but he is endur- 
ing, he is the same yesterday, today, and forever. 
Izaak Walton taught a precept to the effect that 
a man should learo to be honestly rich or con- 
tentedly poor. Such a man wus Senator Howe. 1 
believe he would not lack in a desire to be bon- 
estly rich, but I also know that failing in this he 
was willing to de ocontentedly poor. My 
friends, it’s clean dust, through 
through. There is another’ thing 
I like about our friend, I remember oue night 
just after the battle of Pittsburg Landing I was 
in camp attending tothe wants of the men. I 
stole out among the trees and sat down at their 
roots. Isaw a bird, which with its mate had 
probably been frightened away by the terrors 
of battle, return. It rested among the brauch- 
es overhead, and,in spite of battle memories 
and battie fright, it poured out a song—clear, 
and pure, and beautiful. So was it with our 
friend. No matter how the battle had raged or 
how it had ended, nomatter what might be the 
trouble which enveloped him, his spirit sang 
throughit all. 

My friends, when we find such a man we ought 
to put our arms around him and hold bim 
tight. His spirit felt the influence of light and 
shade, of joy and sorrow, and his soul waiked as 
though under the skies of an April day. But it 
was all good and all precious because it was 
part of the man. In after years, when 
we we shall bold sacred the memory of 
ali noble and beautiful Men and women, the 
dust of Senator Howe will be held as sacred— 
sacred because of all these things and because 
he was a friend, approved like all the world’s 
best.

The Trouble Between the Men at the 
Chicago & Alton Shops at Bicoming- 
ton and the Railroad Company. 

A representative of Tue Trisune yester- 
day galled upon Mr. Chappell, Acting Gen- 
eral Manager of the Chicago & Alton Rail- 
road, to learn what he had to say regarding 
the reported troubles between the com- 
pany and the employés at the shops 
in Bloomington. Mr. Chappell sald 
the reports from Bloomington regard- 
ing this matter published yesterday 
were greatly exaggerated, and evidently in- 
spired by some of the malcontents. There 
is no strike as yet, he says, and he does not 
think one is likely.to occur. A few malcon- 
tents had been urging the men for some days 
to strike for an advance in wages. The com- 
pany at present is much pushed with work, 
having a number of locomotives in the shop 
undérgome repairs, and whenever the com- 
pany has been extraordinarily busy the same 
men who are trying to bring about a strike 
for higher wages this time have been mak- 
ing the same kind of trouble. Therefore the 
Superintendent thought it advisable to dis- 
charge three or four of the leading mischief- 
makers, and these men have since been using 
their best endeavors to induce the men to 
strike, but so far have not succeeded. But 
for the machinations of these four malcontents 
Mr. Chappell said the men would be perfectly 


satisfied, and would not think of asking for 


an advance in wages. The company was 
now paying as high wages as other roads for 
like service, and would always continue to 
do so. If any of the men were not satisfied 
with their wages they were perfectly wel- 
come to quit, as the company would have no 
trouble in securing all the competent men it 
needs at the 1 — wages. Only last 
Saturday the Alton Company advertised in 
Tne Tripune for twenty machinists and 
within forty-eight hours it had over 100 ap- 
plications. This showed how easily new 
men can be secured. Mr. Chappell says he 
has not yet made an investigation of the 
troubles at the Bloomington shops. but will 
at once do so, and if he tinds that 
an injustice has been done to the men 
discharged he will have them reinstated; but 
should he find that their discharge was due 
to sufficient cause, no amount of threats or 
any other measures could induce him to re- 
engage those men. Mr. Chappell was in- 
clined to think that some political scheme 
was at the bottom of this affair. He had 
learned that the Knights of Labor were 
pushing one of the discharged men—a Mr. 
Stoehorne—for Mayor of Bloomington, and 
they were trying to make capital for him 
among the laboring classes by placing him in 
the attitude of a martyr. Mr. Chappell said 
that the Alton Company had already stood a 
good déal from its men at the Bloomington 
shops and was getting tired of it. If the 
mischief-makers should succeed in inducing 
the men to quit work he would at once close 
the shops and have the repairs done at the 
shops of the United States Rolling-Stock 
Company in this city, where the work could 
be as cheaply done as at the shops of the Al- 
ton Company at Bloomington. 
THE SITUATION AT BLOOMINGTON. 

BLooMIneTon, III., March 28.—[Special.] 
— There is nothing new in the difficulty be- 
tween the Chicago & Alton shop officials and 
the dissatisfied employés. A leading officer 
of the road said today that if the men would

George H. Taylor, whose recent failure cre- 
ated a decided sensation in paper circles, 
and, asit was alleged, was one cause of C. 
P. Markle & Sons going to the wall. Mr. 
Taylor was asked if he knew anything con- 
cerning the whereabouts of Mr. Markle, and 
replied that he had not seen the gentleman 
since the Sth of this month, and 
then only for a few minutes. Mr. 
Markle had come to Chicago at that 
time to effect a settlement with him, and had 
agreed to a compromise of 40 cents on the 
dollar. The latter part of last week he re- 
ceived a telegram from C. P. Markle & Sons 
asking if the head of their firm was in the 
city; he replied that he had not seen him, 
and thought nothing more about the matter 
until he saw by the papers that Sam Kreider, 
Mr. Markie’s bookkeeper, had seen the gen- 
tleman here under the influence of liquor. 
Yesterday he received a telegram from the 
assignee of the firm saying all money 
oe to C. P. Markle & Sons must be paid to 
Um. 

“The assignee states that you owe the 
firm $40,000 instead of $29,000,” remarked 
the reporter. 

„The assignee is greatly mistaken, as 
there are no grounds whatever for such a 
statement. The claim has been adjusted sat- 
isfactorily to both parties, and we shall turn 
over the money as soon as possible.” 

„Was Mr. Markle drinking heavily when 
you saw him last?“ 

Not more than usual, although he has 
always been a heavy drinker, but never gets 
drunk. Markle can stand more whisky and 
not get drunk than any three men in the 
country combined. That is the reason his 


| eustomers disliked to go to Pittsburg, for as 


soon as they struck the town Markle would 
take them out and insist on filling them up— 
and he always suce unless his com- 
panions were hollow to the heels. Mr. 
Markle is one of the biggest-hearted and 
most genial gentlemen 1 ever met, and s0- 
cially one of thejbest fellows in the world.

CONTUMACY OF THE RAILROADS. 

The conduct of the railroads at the confer- 
ence on Tuesday with the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners of this State will do 
much to prejudice their case with the Com- 
missioners and the public. When the Rail- 
road Commissioners the other day met the 
representatives of the Receivers’ and Ship- 
pers’ Association the proceedings were open 
to the public. Those who had complaints to 
submit with regard to the injustice and 
tyranny of the roads did not ask for a secret 
session. All that they wanted was their 
rights; all they had to say they were willing 
to say in the fullest publicity. But when 
the railroads met the Commissioners the first 
request they made was for the exclusion of 
the people from the room. It is certainly 
most surprising that this impudent request 
was granted by the Commissioners. The 
matter Was as much as any case that comes 
up in our courts a public one. The other 
side had made their statement in public. lf 
any one was entitled to the protection of 
privacy it was the complainants, who might 
incur the enmity of the corporations by ap- 
pearing against them. 

The shippers and receivers who claimed 
the protection of the Commissioners the 
other day came in person to teil the plain 
facts of their case. The railroads came on 
Tuesday with a cloud of hired talkers. The 
facts of the case were too much for them,” 
amd they consequently at once began to 
throw legal dust into the atmosphere. 

The claim of the roads boiled down is, that 
they have the right to receive one quantity 
and deliver another; that they may make 
such mistakes in weight as they choose and 
make the shipper pay for them: that they 
may control both sides of the contract be 
. l the public; that the 

en any evidence of the 
quantity they ship to his nainé except such 


. as they may choose to furnish him; and that 


the receiver is not entitled to receive what 
to him, but only sach part of it 
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of lading read more or less.“

the other day showed that the railroads’ biils 
The shortage 
in a car-load often runs up to 2,000 pounds. 
The railroads will change the weight of a 
cat-lond by changing the trucks, and will 
charge for snow on the rcofs. They weigh 
the cars while in motion, and without un- 
coupling them. Mistakes are so universal 
that in one case it is reported that there was 
an error in every one of 20 cars; When 
business-men go to the corporations and ask 
to have these things righted they are told to 
wait, as one witness related from his own ex- 
perience, and if they don’t like that they are 
told to go to the place that Vanderbilt had in 
mind when he said the public be—blanked. 


Technical arguments about the laws regu- 


lating the weighing of freight are entirely 
beside the point of this case. If there were 
no statutes whatever on this subject, the old 
common law regulating common carriers and 
bills of lading gives ample ground for those 
who deny the right of the railroads to con- 
trol all the evidence and the terms of both 
sides of the contract between them and their 
patrons, If the laws are not explicit, they 
can easily be made as explicit as the business- 
men desire. It will be an inclement day for 
the railroads when the merchants and grain- 
dealers ahd farmers of this State become 
sufficiently aroused to move on the Legis- 
lature for some new laws to define the rights 
that remain to the public in their transactions 

ith the transportation companies of Lilinois. 
Vine right to confiscate property without 
compensation is what the railroads claim and 
practice. They have absolute and exclusive 
control of the highways, they tix the charges 
for the use of the means of access to the mar- 
kets at what figures they choose, they levy 
these charges not on the actual quantity 
handled but on a fictitious auantity, they 
deliver to the receiver not what was in- 
trusted to them for him but what happens to 
be left in the cars, they meet claims for the 
confiscated deficit with offers to divide“ 
the swag, and if this is not satisfactory their 
victims are invited to chase them through 
the legal catacombs we call the courts. 

This question of the right of the shipper to 
know what he ships and to pay for the 
transportation of just that and no more, the 
right of the receiver to receive every pound 
that was consigned to him and that prompt- 
ly, is just as good a vantage ground for the 
new Railway Commissioners of this State to 
meet the railroads upon as any other. If 
these representatives of the people are going 
to allow the common carriers of Llinois to 
define themseives as agencies to which prop- 
erty to be moved must be confided on their 
own terms, and which may return such of it 
as they find convenient, let us knew it. If it 
is to be done, it were well it were done 
quickly. 

The Railway Commissioners are the trust- 
ees of rights that cannot be trifled with. It 
is their duty to demand at once of the cor- 
porations that they give shippers and receiv- 
ers their plain rights. If the railroads refuse 
to do this it will be the duty of the Commis- 
sioners to recommend to the Legislature such 
laws as will compel them to do so. The more 
contumacious the roads show themselves the 
more stringent this legislation should be. 
The people are sick unto death of the inso- 
yence and despotism of these companies. 
They will heartily support heroic measures 
if needed to demonstrate whether the sov- 
ereignty of the State resides in themselves or 
jn the railroads. Whatever else is done it is 
to be hoped that we have for the last time 
seen the Railway Commissioners give a pri- 


vate audience to the corporations replying to 


complaints made in public. 


THE BUCKET-SHOP BILL. 

The common practice of engaging counsel 
who stand for both political parties to pro- 
mote measures urged upon legisiative bodies 
has been followed by the bucket-shop inter- 
ests, which are represented at Springfield by 
Emery A. Storrs, prominent Republican, 
and ex-Goy. John M. Palmer, prominent 
Democrat. Party ties are supposed to be so 
strong that an argument made by Mr. Storrs, 
for instance, will appeal with special force 
to the Republican members, while a similar 
argument from the lips of ex-Gov. Palmer 
wili make an impression upon the Demo- 
cratic members wliom Mr. Storrs’ eloquence 
would fail tomove. We presume experience 
has taught the advantage of making’ party 
appeals, directly or indirectly, upon every 
question which comes up for legislation, but 
the people, whom the members of the Legis- 
lature represent ostensibly, take a very dif- 
ferent view of the matter. Whether or not 
the bucket-shops of Chicago should be given 
the special privileges which the pending bill 
is designed to secure them is a question af- 
fecting commereial justice and public moral- 
ity which every member of the Legislature 


should vote upon without any reference to 


party influences. 

The Bucket-Shop bill should be defeated 
for two reasons: (1) Its effect will be in- 
jurious to public morals, and (2) it involves a 
palpable injustice to a large body of men who 
represent the most important commercial in- 
terests in the Northwest. 

The bucket-shop stands upon about the 
same level as the faro-bank and the policy- 
game. It is more dangerous than either of 
the others, because it pliés its trade more 
openly and catches suckers who would 
not enter a regular gambling den. It reaches 
out after the clerks and smali-salaried men, 
who are tempted torisk in speculation the 
earnings which should go to the support of 
their families, and in many cases money 
which belongs to their employers. These 
classes are excluded from the operations of 
the Board ot Trade by the greater magnitude 
of the transactions and the necessity for a cer- 
tain amount of capital. But they may make 
trades in the bucket-shops with every $5 they 
can get hold of, and squander their earnings 
as readily as in any second-class gambling 
house. The appearance of respectability 
given by the name of exchanges,” boards,“ 
ete., only serves to increase their sphere of 
plunder. 

In the next place, there is no equity in 
compelling the Chicago Board of Trade to 
afford the bucket-shops instant facilities fo 
getting the regular quotations as a basis 100 
gambling. The pretense of merely making 
the quotations public is shallow and decep- 
tive, for the prices fixed on the Board of 
Trade are now made public in the broadest 
sense. The newspapers publish them in de- 


takl, and they are spread broadcast through- 


out the principal commercial centres of the 
country. But the Board of Trade is an in- 
stitution whi&\ is maintained at the cost of 
its members. It octupies premises which 
represent a large rent, keeps 4 large num- 
ber of employés, pays ant immense sums for 
telegraphing, and supports thousands of 
people. The prices fixed by the transac- 
tions on the board have a commer- 
cial value to an extent that warranis 
the board in demanding $10,000 for the privi- 
leges of membership. What justice is there 
in requiring that the board shall furnish par- 
asite institutions of alower grade with the 
free use of its quotations? It would be about 
as fair to pass a law to compel Tar Curcaco 
Trinune, which gathers its news at an 
enormous expense, to furnish all its special 
dispatches to some of its smaller rivals in 
time for the latter to print the news as early 
= An Tereune itself. Tun Tuben 


3 its news public; — is what the 
news is gathered for. So the Board of 
Trade makes its quotations public. But 
there is no claim upon the latter auy more 
than upon the former to give special facili- 
ties to rival conéerns in obtaining the news 
secured by individual enterprise. 

The Legislature must not omit to make the 
proper distinction between Board of Trade 
transactions and the bucket-shop gambling. 
The statement made in Springfield“ that 97 
per cent of the business of the Board of 
Trade is option deals, and that these are as 
contrary to law as the bucket-shop bets,” 18 
entirely unwarranted. The courts have held 
that the transactions for future delivery— 
time contracts—are not in violation of the 
law which prohibits options; the latter means 
the buying and selling of privileges to de- 
livet or not deliver according to the state of 
the market. However much speculation, 


pure and simple, there may be in the Board 


of Trade, the contracts are valid and bind- 
lug. and the transactions fix the price of 
grain and produce. The bucket-shops are 


merely gambling-dens where men bet on 


prices, and they should not be provided with 
special facilities for their gambling at the ex- 
pense of the Board of Trade. 
—_— 
FRESH EGYPTIAN TROUBLES. 

There never was a truer saylag than 
“Those who dance must pay the fiddler.” 
The English have had their dance in Egypt. 
and now the fiddler is demanding his pay, 
and the payment threatens to make serious 
trouble at home and in Egypt. The little 
blaze of glory which attended the defeat of 


a few ignorant, half-armed fellaheen at Tel- 


el-Kebir and the capture and exile of their 
leader, Arabi Bey, has faded out, and 
now the English Government and people are 
facing the consequences of their dearly- 
bought victory. There is, first, the cost of the 
war, which must be paid, and that involves 
an expense to the English Exchequer of 
about $18,000,000, and to the Indian Ex- 
chequer of nearly $6,000,000, This is the 
past outlay, and to it must be added the cost 
of maintaining troops in Egyptsince the close 
of the war and for an indefinit period to 
come, for the condition of the country is as 
unsettled now as it was in the days of Is- 
mail Pasha. The English taxpayer will pay 
his proportion after much grumbling. So 
far as the Indian proportion is concerned, 
that will be squeezed out of the natives. 

Meanwhile Egypt herself is in a most un- 
satisfactory condition, and the temper of thé 
people is such that to withdraw the troops 
would only be to invite instant anarchy. 
Europeans could not remain there a day. 
Some of tne natives are living on the plunder 
they collected during the war, others are on 
the verge of starvation. The banks will 
make no advances to planters, and without 
such advances the crops may prove fallures. 
The Egyptian officials can do nothing to re- 
lieve distress or improve the situation. The 
fellaheen meanwhile are crushed under a 
burden of debt variously estimated at from 
$30,000,000 to $75,000,000, and bearing 18 per 
cent interest. Their condition is thus de 
scribed by the London Spectator: 


We are informed that of all questions now 
pending in Egypt the most urgent is that of the 
indebtedness of the peasantry. Foreign com- 
panies and foreign usurers have for some time 
past Offered their loans upon terms which, to 
the poor fellahs, always able for taxes, or 
arrears, or buckshish, have proved too tempting. 
They have taken money on the security of their 
lands so generally that if the mortgages are 
foreclosed the majority of the population 
will be evicted, and Egypt thrown into 
utter disorganization. The usurers, strong 
in the expectation of European courts, and 
anxious for tne riee, and sugar lands, are dis- 
posed to evict; atid ‘so grave is the situation 
cat the Gov ernmént is Seriously advised to take 
the tremendous step of deciaring peusauts' 
lands unsulabie. They will bardly go quite so 
far, because without lands to pledge the peas- 
antry could not in bad years pay their full 
taxes; but it is contain that some very serious 
step must be taken, A land-morigage bank will 
ve get up, to lend money at low interest: but, as 
its loans must be Very limited, it is doubtful if 
this will suffice, unt®ss the bank is preceded by 


some decree declarmg the peasants’ bankruptey. 


The despair of the situation is, that the 
Egyptian Government cannot or will not 
do anything to help the fellaheen out of their 
troubles, and upon its present theory of oceu- 
pation the English Government has no right 
to make any permanent laws for Egypt of 
any kind, though it proposes to remain in 
occupation for some time to come, and is or- 
ganizing military and police forces to main- 
tain order. The English policy, indeed, 
seems to be a refinement of cruelty. De- 
claring that it has no power to relieve the 
condition of the people, it is organizing a 
force to prevent them from taking any steps 
to.relieve themselves. As the Powers of Eu- 
rope have offered no objection to English 
mtlitary occupation for an indefinit period, it 
is not likely that any serious objection would 
be made to annexation, If is a little remark- 
able, therefore, that the Government does not 
boldly take the step and inaugurate the nec- 
essary reforms with some show of au- 
thority. Unless something is done soon 
it will have another Ireland on its 
hands. In one of his recent addresses 
Mr. Gladstone said: We are in Egypt for 
the establishment of order. and stability: we 
are there for the improvement of the institu- 
tions of the country; we are there to secure 
as far as depends upon ourselves the fulfill- 
ment of international engagements; and we 
are there undoubtedly in a principal degree 
in reference to the freedom and security of 
the great passage by the canal from one sea 
to another.” If he had added: We are 


there to stay, it would have been a guar- 


anty for order. If the English troops.are to 
remain until ail that Mr. Gladstone announces 
is effected the occupation may as well be con- 
sidered permanent. If they are there simply 
to prepare the way for the payment of bona- 
holders, then the war with Egypt must go on 
record as a national outrage.

IN all the records of municipal politics in 
Chicago there cannot be found a more dash- 
ing, plucky, brilliant speech than that made 
by Gen. Stiles at the ratification meeting 
Tuesday evening.

The Star of Bethlehem. 

Keokuk, Ia., March 26.— [Editor of The 
Tribane.]—Ilnciosed please find an excerpt from 
our local paper. Bé kind enough to comment 
upon it. and inform your readers whether tis 
an astronomical fact or a pious fraud.

In 1887 the Star of Bethlehem will be once 
more seen in Cassiopea's Gnair,“ and it will be 
accompanied by atotal eclipse of the sun and 
moon. This star makes its appearance every 
346 years. It will appear and illumine the 
heavens and excel in brilliancy even Jupiter 
when in opposition to the sun, therefore 
nearer to the earth and brightest. The marvel- 
ous brilliancy of the “Star of Betbhlenem ia 
1587 will surpass any of the previous visitativns. 
It will be seen even at noonday, shining with a 
quick, flashing light the entire year, after which 
it will gradually decrease in brightness, and 
tinally disappear, not to return to our heavens 

till the year 2202, or yeurs from 1887. This 
star first attracted the attention of modern as- 
tronomers in the year 1572. It was then called a 
new star. It was no new stat, however, for — 
was the star that sbone so brightly 4 B. 
was the star that illuminated the heavens at * 
nativity of Christ. It has reap every 315 
yeurs ever since, and every educated astrol r 
is certain that it will appear in August, 1 
The appearance of thé star, accompanied as it 
will be by solar and lunar eclipses, together with 
the palett ul influence that follows the positions 
that Mars and Saturn will occupy, will cause a 
universal war, and portentous floods. and fear- 
ful shipwrecks. North America will be invo:ved 
in civil strife, anda reign of terror will prevail 
in the Atantic States unless a Napoleon arises 
toqueliit. There will be a war ot classes 
rich will array themselves against the poor, an 
vice versa, every where. 

{There is simply no scientific warrant for these 
assertions. The Cassiopea star appeared in the 
years 045, 1264, and 1572. These three dates are 
separated by intervals of 308 and 319 years. 
Counting back, some enthusiastic individuals 
have thought that the same star probably shone 
out at the birth of Christ. Carrying it forward, 
some less enthusiastic persons have thought it 
probable that it will reappearin the latter part 
of the present century. But, admitting the star 
to be a veritable one, which reappears at inter- 
vais of a littie over 300 yeurs, Mere is nothing in 
the above noted figures to warrant the assump- 
tion that the time of reéappéarance can be fore- 
told to within several years, much less that it 
cau be foreseen so precisely as to know that it 
will coincide with an eclipse of the sun.] 

INASMUCH as the cry all over the land is 
for domestic servants, it seems a pity that our 
Consuls should not be instructed to let it be 
known in the countries to which they are ac- 
credited bow great and unceasing is this de- 
mand, how inadequate the supply. and how 
splendid the remuneration.

The similari- 
ty of their language to English enables them 
rapidly to acquire the latter, while the ways of 
Swedish households appear to be much more 
consistent with our customs than those of Ital- 
ians, or even of Germans. Next to Freachmen, 
Italtans seem to have most trouble in grappling 
with English. The men who have been for years 
keeping fruit-stalls can rarely comprehend any 
English save that relating to their stock in trade. 
Italian servants of the higher gerade scarcely 
seem to come here at all; and looking to the 
low wages in Italy and the large population, this 
seems rather unaccountabie, more especialiy in 
view of the number of Italian immigrants.—

Mr. D. BALLENTINE has invented a new 
safety-lamp Which is thus described: It meas- 
ures ten and one-half inchesin hight and weighs 
three and three-quarters pounds when trimmed.

aperture around the sides. The bottom com- 
partment is lined with gauze and bas a movable 
cover adapted to it for reducing the current 
through the lamp if necessary. The oij-reser- 
voir can be unscrewed from the lamp without 
interfering With the light, there being no con- 
nection between the upper part and this except 
a small fat tube filled with the wick. The glass 
is blown Elass, and in section showed a double 
covered lehs, being about seven-sixteenths of 
an ineh thick in the centre and about three- 
sixteenths thick at the top and bottom.

THE COWHIDE. 


An Editor Whipped by an Infuriated 
Woman at Collisisville, 111. 

BELLEVILLE, III., March 7.— [St. Louis 
Nepublioan.— The staid and pleasant Jittle 
city of Collinsville is greatly excited over a 
cowhiding affair which transpired in that 
place today, and in which a newspaper man 
was the victim and the wife of a well-known 
business man handled the cowhide. A 
gentleman residing in Collinsville was in 
Believille today, and to a Republican re- 
porter he related the cowhiding scene in the 
sister city, and the details as by him given 
are substantially as follows; 

J. N. Peers is the proprietor of the Collins- 
ville Heraid, and has been for some time, 
and Henry Marshall is a well-known busi- 
ness-man in that place. An article is said to 
have appeared in the last issue of the Herald 
which Marshall construed as a scandalous 
one and reflecting upon himself, his mother, 
and his wife. The Marshall tamily were 
greatly enraged over the article in question, 
and they determined to chastise¢he editor of 
the Herald, Mr. Peers, and the supposed au- 
thor of the objectionable article. The 
family for some time discussed the 
subject as to the best mode of getting 
even with Editor Peers and how he 
could be most humiliated. It was at last 
decided that the cow-hiding process was the 
one best calculated to satisfy the wounded 
feelings of the Marshalls, and the most 
effective for the emergency. But Marshall 
is a consumptive and sickly man, and being 
weakly was not considered by the two Mrs. 
Marshalls as the one best fitted to administer 
the lash, and so both his mother 
and wife volunteered to do the job. It 
was tinally settled that the wife should wield 
the whip upon the person of unsuspecting 
Editor Peers. 80 Mrs. Marshall visited 
several stores on Monday and 
inspected the stocks of whips on hand, 
and finally secured a raw-hide that 
just suited for the purpose she had in 
view. This morning Mrs. Marshall saw 
Editor Peers on the street, and she went for 
her cowhide, but before she got back upon 
the street Peers had gone into the store kept 
by Charles Pabst. This rather upset her 
plans, as she was anxious to administer the 
lash upou Peers on the publie street, that the 
overation might be witnessed by many. But 
she concluded to delay the Operation no 
longer, and with her husband she walked to 
the store, having the rawhide concealed tn- 
der her shawl. She told ber husband to re- 
maln outside of the store door while she went 
in and invited Peers to come out. Mrs. 
Marshall walked boldly into the store with 
determination expressed in her countenance 
and fire flashing in her eves. She stepped up 
to Editor Peers and said: “Mr. Peers, 1 de- 
sire to bave you step outside a moment, as I 
have souje business to trawsact with you.” 
Peers replied: “ Madame, 1 have an office, 
and there 1 transact all my business.“ Ah,“ 
exclaimed Mrs. Marshall, “you do, eh! 
Well, you can’t draw a revelver on me,” and 
with this she whipped out her cowhide before 
Peers comprehended what she was doing. 
She drew the whip as good as a driver of 
Texas steers could have done, and the 
lash came across one of the cheeks of Peers 
and left its mark. She drew itagain as Peers 
commenced to run towardg the front door, 
but she got the lash in on the neck of Peers 
and it wound around the. game. Peers was 
forced to stay his retreat an instant in con- 
sequence of the second Stroke, and then 
Mrs. Marsivall got in sereral mord lashes 
right and left upon her victii.

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THE TELEPHONE, 
SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENTS. 

New York, March 28.—[Special.}—Very 
successful experiments in telephoning be- 
tween this city and Chicago were made this 
atternoon in the office of the Postal Tele- 
graph Company. The instrument was the 
double Edison telephone, which was em- 
ployed four years ago in establishing com- 
munication between Toledo and Milwaukee 
by way of Detroit and Chicago, a distance of 
over 500 miles. It consists of the Edison tel- 
ephones attached toa single mouthpiece in 
such a,monner that one can talk into both 
at the same time and get their 
combined effect upon the line con- 
necting the two. It seems to 
matter little, however, what instrument is 
used, for the various experiments that have 
been made with different points at a great 
distance have all been attended with similar 
resuits, it js thought, therefore, that the 
great ‘success attained must be attributed 
to * compound copper wires of 
the Postal Telegraph Company, through 
Which the sounds are transmitted, of which 
the conductivity ic about seven times as 
great as that of ordinary steel wires. They 
consist of a cure of steel surrounded by a coat- 
ing of copper, so combining the strength of 
the ordinary wire with the’conductivity of the 
upper covering. .With these wires there ap- 
pears to be no limit to the ssible use to 
which telephones can be put. Every word 
said today could be heard as distinctly 
as when using the wires that run from office 
to office in this city, and the operators here 
were able — to distinguish the voices of 
the gentlemen in the Chicago office. The 
experiments will be resumed today at noon.

nate. Ten years ago sbe came to this 
city ahd entered. the Sisterhood of the 
Holy Communion. After two years, her 
health becoming somewhat impaired, she 
left tae order and worked alone among the 
poor of New York. tier labors brought her 
into contact with Miss A. M. Palmer, who 
has also devoted her life to labor among the 
poor and sick, and a most ardent friendship 
sprang up between them, and for the last 
eight years they have been constantly to- 
gether. They labored tegether in the hos- 
pitals of Baltimore and bridgeport, and four 
years ago they became the visiting sisters 
of Grace Parish of this city. They found so 
many enses of incurable sickness among 
women while doing this work that they saw 
the necessity for a hospital for incurable 
women Who otherwise could go only to the 
city institutious. After great difficuly the 
two friends, unassisted, opened the Mouse 
of the Holy Comforter, a home for incurable 
women and giris. 

Lewis Livingston Delafield, the well-known 
counsel for the Society for the Prevention of 
Oruelty to Children, died early this morning 
at his home, No. 24 West Seventeenth street. 
He had been confined to bis house for five 
weeks, and his death was not unexpected, 
“He sutfered from a disease Of the spine. Mr. 
Delafield was born in this city Nov. 3, 
184. He was one of the foundersof the 
Young Men’s Municipal Reform Association, 
and took active part in the caffpaign which 
brought about whe downfall of William X. 
Tweed. Mr. Delafield was best known to

THE COMMITTEE FINISHES THAT PART OF 
THE INVESTIGATION WHICH WAS TO BK 
CARRIED ON AT THE PENITENTIARY. 
Crestrer Prison, III., March 28.--| Special. } 

—The investigation into the management of 
the Southern IIIinois Penitentiary was re- 
sumed this mortiing, wound up.as far as this 
end of the line is concerned, and most of the 
legislative investigators took the afternoon 
train for Springfield.

Phillip L. Murphy, of Sparta, an ex-guard 
with no present occupation, testified that he 
had taken a sick man off the rock-pile, and 
was reproved for it by Starkweather, who 
jerked the man around and sent him to the 
solitary. Another man named Frank Ken- 
nedy was sent to the solitary sick, but the 
witness worked him a couple of days after 
he got out. After that he went to the hos- 
pital and died. The witness further testified 
that certain employés had frequently 
got off from duty on the Sun- 
day afternoon detail, while he was 
on every other Sunday. Others came 
to the prison after he did and got more pay, 
though the witness subsequeytly admitted 
that he had been reported for talking to con- 
victs, for not marching them right. and for 
getting drunk down.town. He had also seen 
guards drunk on duty, but they were all 
gone now. Others were frequently drunk 
down-town. The witness also testified that 
he had stumbled across a five-galion keg of 
whisky in the Warden's house, and admitted 
that he had taken a private nip of it without 
the owner’s knowledge. On cross-examina- 
tion he admitted that he had 
often asked the Warden to promote 
him, and that the latter had said 
he couldn’t do so as long as witness was re- 
ported so often. The witness was rather 
tart in some of his replies, especially to 
Capt. Starkweather, and plainly showed the 
animus of his testimony and his personal 
ill-feeling against the prison authorities. 

Dr. Gill, the prison physician, testified 
that Kennedy complained ot paralysis, 
though in fact he never had any. He was 
partially demented, and was put in one of 
the old solitary cells, where there was a bed, 
2 in the hospital, where he 
died, 

Capt. Starkweather earnestly denied the 
Sparta man’s allegation of cruelty to the 
men. 

Three more Sparta witnesses gave their 
testimony, and the investigating jig was up 
for the time being. The remainder of the 
investigation will be conducted at Spring- 
field, where the committee will interview 
Hunt, Matiock, and others, with the chances 
that the whole thing will eventually be nar- 
rowed down to Hunt, who has privately de- 
clared that all he is after is Salter’s scalp.

Mr. Haines wanted to proceed at once 
to regulate the Obicago Justices, Mr. Bethea 
moved to take up the veto bill, and Mr. Fuller 
advocated the prohibiting resolution. There 
was a notable lack of animation iv the proceed- 
ings, however, compared with the rapid transit 
ot work on Tuesday. ie 

MOTIONS AND SPEECHES. 

Under a motion made by Mr. Bethea the veto 
amendment was given prominence and read. 
After a tedious roll-calil a motion to 
suspend the rules and take up the 
prohibidon amendment was defeated by 56 to 
60. Then Mr. Mitcheil,in view of the fact that 
the resoluuons had not been printed, moved 
that the whole subject h postponed for a week, 
Mr. Yancey moved to make the time two weeks, 
and Mr. Haines moved an amendment to indefi- 
nitly postpone, unless the Housé was ready to 
consider the questions today, but the motion 
was not in order. 

These motions were followed by speeches by 
Messrs. Abrahams, Fuller,. and Linegar against 
the proposition to postpone, each one advocat- 
ing consideration of a. separate measure. Mr. 
Linegar advocated the veto amendment, and Mr. 
Abrahams urged the importance of the Chicago 
Justice proposition. e 

GO TO WORK. 
Mr. Quinn, by questioning che speaker, ascer- 


tained that only one of the resolutions had been 
printed—the Senate amendment.” He spoke @ 
some length in favor of this and against the 
other resolutions, in which he was supported by 
Mr. Bethea and Mr. Boyer, who argued that the 
veto amendment was of great importance to the 
whole people, and only one amendment to the 
Constitution can be submitted to the people at 
the next general election. . Mr. Boyer vigorously 
scored the House for the delay in legislation 
which has already occurred and for the constant 
postponement of important bills and resviutions. 
PULLING OUT A PARSNIP, 

After further debate the House refused to 
postpone the subject, and Mr. Abrahams again 
wanted to get in the Chicago Justice matter un- 
der suspension of the rules, but the Speaker 
ruled that the order making the budget of 
amendments the special order placed the House 
under suspension of the rules for their consid- 
eration. They had been sentin like a bunch of 
parsnips tied up with a string, and it was a mat- 
ter of indifference to him how they were pulled 
out. The veto matter had priority, as it was the 
first to be designated as a special order. 


PROHIBITION. 


Messrs. Sumner, Mitchell. and Fuller continued 
the debate, reciting that they bad been instruct- 
ed to vote for a prohibitory amendment, which 
a majority of the people wanted, and if the veto 
matter issubmitted they would not have this 
opportunity. Mr. Herrington followed in criti- 
ciem of these gentiemen as not having been sat- 
isfied with the defeat they had sustained by a 
vote already taken. Ge (Herrington) was will- 
me Republicans should go on record on the pro- 
hibitory question, aud would nelp them to 
it us far as possible.

MONTHS OF PLUNDERING. 


Pardridces’ Store Alleged to Have Been 
Robbed by the Night Watchman and 
Two Abandoned Women. 

A system of wholesale robbery which has 
been carried on for the last six or eight 
months at the large retail dry-goods house 
of ©. W. & E. Pardridge, Nos. 114 to 118 
State street, was brought to a sudden end 
yesterday morning when Detective George 
Harunan, with the assistance of some of his 
deputies, made three important arrests 
in the case and recovered a large 
quantity of the goods of which 
The prison- 
ers are John Borrman, a German, who has 
been employed as night watchman for two 


confidence was reposed, and two cyprians, 
Nellie Smith, alias Miller, and Gussie Koss. 
The manner in which the robberies are al- 
laged to have been perpetrated was bold, 
though not particularly shrewd, but the 
whole case has some rather peculiar and in- 
teresting features, 

The tirm, as already intimated, began 
missing valuable goods from their stock sev- 
eral months ago, and were unable after the 
most careful search and inguiry, carried 
on for several weeks, to account 
for the mysterious shortage. Finally 
Hartman was employed in the case, and 
upon investigation he satistied himself that 
the night watchman whose duty it was to 
visit the various departments in the store at 
regular intervals between the time for clos- 
ing and the time for opening could tell more 
of the robberies than he wished to have 
known. Accordingly a secret night watch 
was instituted at the store ana kept 
up for a long time. Borrman could 
be seen moving about the interior 
of the place with his dark-lantern, 
but was not seen to carry anything away 
from the store, and seemed to be attending 
conscientiously to his duties. Atlast the con- 
clusion was reached thathe had been wrong- 
fully suspected and the night watch was ac- 
cordingly abandoned for a time, the mysteri- 
ous disappearance of goods having also ap- 
parenty ceased, A few weeks ago, however, 
the plundering of the stock was renewed, 
and so was the secret surveillance. 

THE SECRET DISCOVERED. 

One night about 12 o’clock the watchers 
were rewarded by seeing a licht suddenly 
flash out from a third-floor window in the 
rear and then suddenly disappear. Evident- 
‘The next 
moment the window was gently raised, and 
a large bundle was dropped to the alley be- 
low. Simultaneously with the drop 
ping of the bundle two female fig- 
ures stole up through the alley, 
keeping weil in the shadow of the buildings, 
and one of the women, after a hurried glance 
about her, picked up the bundle and con- 
cealed it beneath the folds of a capacious | 
circular. Both women then hurriedly 
walked away. They were foliowed, first to 
Dearborn street, and then to No. 100 Ran- 
dolph street—a large building where are 
housed a whole.army of prostitutes and 
street-walkers. Nothing more was done that 
night, and no arrests were then made, The 
detectives continued the “piping” of the 
store, and a * nights later saw the 
same glimmering Signal at the window, the 
dropping of another bundle, and stealthy 
removal by the women. It was now re- 
solved to bring matters to a focus. Some- 
thing like half a dozen search warrants and 
larceny Warrants Were procured, and armed 
with these the officers yesterday morning 
routed Borrman out of bed at his home, No. 
362 Maxwell street, arrested him, and 
searched the house, and went through a 
a similar performance at No. 100 Randolph 
street. 

THE GOODS FOUND. 

In Rooms 36 and 17, occupied respectively 
by Nellie Smith and Gussie Ross, were 
found a lot of silks, velvets, ribbons, 
ostrich plumes, kid gloves, and other 
fancy and valuable articles of dry 
goods identified as having been taken from 
Pardridge’s store. The two women 
were arrested, of ¢ourse. Both insisted that 
they knew nothing about the robbery—that 
they had bought and paid for everything 
found in their room. 

The plunder reeovered at 100 Randolph 
street is valued at about $350, and the man- 
ager of the store says that no more was re- 
covered. Borrman told a TRIBUNE reporter 
that no goods had been found in his house,and 
that he knew absoltitely nothing of the rob- 
beries. He did not seem particularly worried 
over his arrest. 

„How do you account for the light in the 
window and the dropping of the bundles in 
the alley?“ was asked of him. 

**T can’t account for it,” he said. 

Borrman denied that he had ever before 
seen either the Ross or the Smith woman, 
and they, in turn, declared that they had 
never seen him before. Nevertheless, it is 
alleged that the Smith woman is his own 
stepdaughter, he having a second wife. 
This story is substantiated by the fact that 
in Borrman’s house was found a photograph 
of the two women taken together. 

About 4 o’clock in the afternoon the pris- 
oners were arraigned before Justice Bray- 
ton, but at the request of the prosecution, 
represented by Col. Payne, the cases were 
continued until tomorrow morning at 9 
o'clock. Justice Brayton asked the manager 
for the firm what the value of all the prop- 
erty stolen would amount to, and was told 
that it would probably reach 83,000. Borr- 
man’s bail was fixed at $5,000 and that of the 
1 at $1,000 each. All three went to 
jail.

Mrs. Hite and the late Jesse James, which 
has been on trial for ten days, came to a con- 
clusion this evening, the jury finding for de- 
fendant. The amount sued for was $25,000. 
A series of statements was submitted to the 
jury, which were answered in substance as 
follows: That Mrs. Hite had been in 
love with and had aliaison with Jesse James: 
that she had deserted her husband; that she 
had corresponded clandestinely witha young 
man in the neighborhood; that the Jesse 
James liaison had caused a disaffection in the 
Inne family; that Mrs. Hite swore out a 
warrant against Wood Hite, her stepson, 
charging him with killing a negro, Turner, 
because Liite caught him carrving notes 
from Mrs. Hite to the young man: that the 
publication in the Courier-Journal was sub- 
stantially true; that it was not made with 
malicious intent to slander and injure: that 
there were rumors in the neighborhood af- 
feeting Mrs. IIite's character for chastity and 
virtue, and that the defendant had reason to 
believe them true. 

The case has excited much attention, the 
court room being daily crowded. The plain- 
tiffs mace a terrific fight through able attor- 
neys, but old Hite’s admission of his wife’s 
infidelity, made by him to Gov.

A TERRIBLE CALAMITY. 


Two Children Burued to Deatb in Alle- 
gheny “City, Pa., During the Absence 
ot Their Parents.

some way not yet explained. Iwo little 
boys were the only occtipants of the house 
when the flames broke out, Mr. and Mrs.

‘The boys, Georgie and 
Harry, were 15 months old on the 16th of this 
month. They were twins, and were remarked 
for their fine appearance. The little forms 
were distorted and blackened by the 
flames, and one of them was literal- 
ly burned: . a crisp. The 
lower limbs and arms of the other child had 
been burned off, but the face had been al- 
most untouched. The origin of the fire is 
enveloped in some mystery.

THK REVOLVER.

After his labors were finished Tuesday 
evening a Timex representative dropped 
into a fashionable down-town saloon to re- 
fresh himself with a little cooling seltzer, 
and while blowing the foam off the top of the 
glass he overheard the conversation of a 
knot of naughty young bloods, who were 
evidently out to see not only the elephant 
but the entire dime-museum. They had been 
imbibing pretty freely, and, as it was near 
the hour when the front doors of the place 
would be closed, they were debating as to 
the best place to go. 

„Let's go over to Sig Cohn’s ‘calico ball’ 
at Brand’s Hall,” suggested one young man 
with a plug-hat and a fixed smile. All the 
girls will be over there.”’ 

No,“ said a more sober member of the 
party, I don’t want to pay in my money for 
the benefit of broken-down lovers. 

Let's“ go up to the ‘Buck,’ remarked a 
very diminuative young fellow whose ambi- 
tion was to be denominated as a hard man, 
and after some further debate the party 


staggered out to go up en “the Levee.“ 


THE BARKFPEPER’S STORY. 


“Where’s the ‘Buck’ ?” inquired the re- 


porter of the barkeeper. who was busily 


engaged in turning out the lights. 


Upon Third avenue just this side of 
Harrison street—it’s a tough joint. The boss 
kicks because these young sports with 
money want to go up there and spend it in 
such a dive instead of letting first-class 

laces like this have it. Of course we know 

larrison allows almost any sort of a dive to 
run here, but that is the worst place in town. 
Young clerks think it is smart to go up there 
and associate with the prostitutes who fre- 
quent it nightly. And only the worst class 
of prostitutes, male and female, go there.“ 

“Who runs it?“ 

“A fellow named Bill Howard. He is as- 
sisted by Sherm Thurston, an old-time slug- 
ger, who walks about and tries to keep the 
crowd in line, but he can’t begin to do it. It 
used to be called the Apollo and was run as 
a variety show by Tom Wallace, a gambler, 
and ‘Fisky’ Barnett, whose reputation was 
made as the heir of a prostitute. Then 
‘Parson’ Davies, the side partner of Elliott, 
the slugger that Jere Dunn shot and killed, 
took the place and run, t as a dance-house, 
eam it The Argyle.“ While hegwas run- 
ning it the Foxhall Club, composed of the 
eee and the contemptible curs Known 

‘lovers,’ used to give balls there. Now 
foward has it and calls it the ‘ Bue kinghat.’ 
It used to be a hard place,but you should see 
it now; ‘scraps’ every night. By the way, 
why don’t you gouptonight? Thisisan extra 
night, in oppositionfto the prostitutes’ calico- 
ball on the North Side, and you are liable 
to see some fun.’ 

ATTRAGTIONS FOR THE EVENING. 

Here the drink artist handed the reporter 
a red hand-bill announcing the attractions 
for the evening, among them the * Clodoche 
Quadrilie.” and wa prize, to the best lady 
dancer.“ It was half-past 12 o’clock, and 
the reporter decided to walk up and look 
over ＋ place, so he strolled up State street. 
All of the saloons and variety dives were in 
full.blast, drunken mien lined the streets, 
street-walkers abounded. and the night was 
made hideous by. the orgies going 
on in the wide-open concert § saloons, 
No policemen were to be seen. Some 
of the better class of saloons had their 
front doors locked atid the curtains drawn, 
but there were open side-entrances. Harri- 
son street was reached and the reporter 
turned off to reach Third avenue. When he 
did he saw all of the Fourth avenue houses 
of prostitution ablaze with light, carriages 
niet ing to and fro, and little knots of drunken 
young bloods walking from place to place. 
As he turned north Again he passed a young 
girl coming out of a house, with no hat on, 
but he paid no attention to her Hello, dear.“ 

THE BUCKINGHAM. 

The place called the Buckingham is a two- 
story and basement brick building r 
on the east side of Third avenue, just nort 
of Harrison street, and appropriately Sank 
the morgue. An electri ie light flickered on 
its front and several tough-looking hacks and 
tougher-looking haekmen lined the curb- 
stone. From the half-open windows came 
the strains of muste, the clink of glasses, 
and the yells and laughter of the inmates. 
At the door the reporter was stopped and re- 
quested to pay $1 admission fee, which he 
did, and then he was admitted to the hall. 

There were but few people there, as the 
hour was early. A waltz was in progress, 
and about six couples were on the floor. In 
the southwest corner of the room behind a 
railing was an orchestra of six or seven 
pieces, led by Prof.“ Henry Doehne, who 
used to lead Hooley’s orchestra, and in front 
of him was a changeable sign indicating the 
fact that a waltz was in progress. On the 
north and south sides of the hall chairs were 
ranged, at the west end were the 
dressing-rooms and offices, and at ‘the 
east end was a stage, upon which were a car- 
pet, tables, chairs, prostitutes, zamblers, and 
worse. There were galleries on the south 
and north sides, and at the west end was a 
high double gallery. These galleries were 
fitted up as the stage was. Two electric 
lights made the tawdry and cheap decora- 
tions more hideous and unsightly. Below 
the stage, at the east end of the hall, was a 
bar-room, approached by a broad and a nar- 
row stairway. Aproned waiters came and 
went up and down the latter with trays bear- 
ing full and empty glasses and bottles. 

A HARRISON MAN. 

Upon the stage the overseer, Sherm Thurs- 

ton, was trying to quiet a drunken politician 


who wanted to hug a girl by the side of 


whom he sat down, At the door stood one 


| of Mayor Harrison’s policemen looking on 


and nodding familiarly to the girls, never 
minding the noise a particle. An attaché of 
the place asked him to drink and he eagerly 
sought the bar. A man in police uniform 
strutted abotit but made no pretense of keep- 
ing order. He was the policeman of the 
place. Time was when the place was under 

the surveillance of Serat. Johnson, of the 
force, and he showed upevery night at certain 
hours. The waiters were posted, and while 
he was present no drinks would be served 
except at the bar, but when he went out 
drinks would fly around as freely as usual. 

The reporter wandered about the place, 
looked over its hard-iooking crowd, and felt 
lonesome. Finally he struck an acquaint- 
ance and sat down beside him in the gallery. 
Several girls came up and asked to be treat- 
ed, but were given no satisfaction or drinks, 
The leader of the orchestra announced a 
quadrille,and there was a scurrying for places 
The crowd was momentarily 
growing larger. No admission was e harged 
to ladies,” and they were coming in, bring- 
ing with them the moths. 

Are you posted up here?“ asked the re- 
porter of his friend. 

“Yes, 1 drop in here occasionally, and 
know most of the toughs by sight. 1 wonder 
they allow this place to run.’ 

Is it open every night?“ 

„No; only Wednesdays, Saturdays, and 
Sundays. ‘The biggest crowd is here Sunday 
nights.. This is an extra night in opposition 
to the calico ball of Sig. Cohn and Mose 
Weinstein on the North Side.” 

JOHNNY FILES, THE SLUGGER. 

“Who is that alancer down | there— 
the fellow with a hard-looking brow ” 

“That’s Johnny Files, the slagger, wha 
was knocked out by MeManae. and who in 
turn knocked out Tom Chandler at Hershey 
Hall.

‘The majority were drunk, and the most ob- 
scene language was heard on all sides: The 
youngest of the girls did not biush * it, but, 
on the contrary, participated in it and en- 
joyed it. Beer appeared to be the principal 
beverage drunk, 
THE QUADRILLE WASN’T CALLED. 
The reporter waited a long time for the 
advertised quadrille and prizes, but as the 
morning hour grew on it did not come, and 
he finally grew weary and dropped out. He 
had seen one of the places sanctioned by 
Carter Harrison, and his only wish was 
he could have been accompanied on his tour 
of inspection by the voters of Chicago. If any 
voter is not convinced that such a place as this 
exists let him go up there next Saturday or 
Sunday night, and he will leave there with a 
firin resolve to assist in defeating the best 
Mayor.“ There are a number of these places 
on a smaller scale that are protected by the 
police, and they are all ruining the business 
of reputable saloonkeepers—men who are 
anxious and willing to pay a high license, 
Besides they are ruining hundred of young 
men. No reputable saloonkeeper sells 
drinks to a drunken man or keeps open after 
2 0’clock, but in the Buckingham and such 
dives they take all the money a man hes, and 
then throw him out in the street: The worst 
of it is that all of these places are protected 
by Mayor Harrison’s police.

Decision by Judge Zane as toa Citizen's 
Right to Maintain a Suit in a Siate 
Court Against Railway Company. 
SPRINGFIELD, III, March 28.—[Special.]— 

Judge Zaue in the Circuit Court today rend- 

ered the following important decision relative 

to the right of citizens of the State to maintain. 

causes in the State courts against railway com- 

panies for unjust discrimination or extortion. 
George McDaniel et al. vs. the Wabash, St. 

Louis & Pacific Railroad Company. The pilain- 

tiffs, who are citizens of the State of Lilinoss, 


pave instituted this suit against the Wabasb, St. 
Louis & Pacific * Company. a corporation 
by doggy Be of 3 common law 
defines of action averred in 
some aes ag a of the declara- 
tion. In others the right of the 
piaintiffs and the duty of the defendant which 
constitute the cause are described in an act of 
the General Assembly of tt is State to prevent 
extortion and unjust discrimination in the rates 
charged for the transportation of passengers 
and freight on railroads, The defendant files a 
petition tor the removal of the case to tne Cir- 
cuit Court of the United States fur the Southern 
District of Illinois, The unjust discrimination 
as averred was in charges made for transporting 
freight from alo, III., to Toledo, O., 
ang the amount in dispute, exclusive of 
costs, exceeds $500. The defendant claims in its 
petition that the statute relied upon by the 
plaintiffs, and construed by them as applicabie 
to treiguts transported from a pointin this State 
to a point without, is repugnant tothe third 
clause of Sec. 8. Art. 1, of the Constitution of 
the United States, which vests in Congress the 
power to regulate commerce with foreign na- 
tions and — Sn States. This claim, the de- 
fendant insists, brings the case within Sec. 2 of 
the act of Congress of March 3, 1875. That sec- 
tion, so far as is material to the motion in hand. 
is as tollows: 

That any suit of a vil nature now 
pending or hereafter brought in any State 
Court where the matter in ore exceeds ex- 
clusive of cost the sum of $500, and 
arising under the constitution or laws of the 
United States ..'. either party may re- 
move . . . into the Circuit Court o ,, she 
United States for the proper district . . .’ 

A number of questions are necessarily raised 
in this case. The defendant proposes to make 
one to which the Constitation of the United 
States extends the judicial power of the 
Federal Goverment. And does that 
make ita case, arising under the Constitution 
of the United States, within the meaning of the 
section quoted? is the only inquiry on this mo- 
tion. The suit consists of ail the questions, both 
of law and fact, which it involves; one of them 
does not make the entire case. Whena Federal 

uestion is one element in a case tried in a 

tate Court, Sec. 709 of the statutes of the 
Uaited States provides a metnod by which that 
question may be submitted to the Federal 
Court: omitting so much of that section as is 
unnecessary to the point, it is as follows: 

* A final judgment in the highest court of a 
1 in which a decision in the suit could be 

. « Where is drawn in question the va- 
lidity’ of a statute .. . On the ground of 
„ » being repugnant to the Constitution 
ot the United States, and the decision is. 
in favor of its validity . . . may be reéxam- 
ined and reversed or affirmed in the Supreme 
Court of the United States upon a writ of er- 
ror. 

The idea upon which the Federai and State 
Governments are organized is that the powers 
which the former is best suited to exercise are 
enumerated in the Constitution of the United 
States, and that those not so enumerated or pro- 
hibited to the States in that instrument are re- 
tained by the people to be exercised pert 
the State Governments; and that the judivial 
power of the former shall be exercised on such 

uestions as arise under its Coostiiution and 

ws, and the judicial powers of the latter 
should be exercised on the questions aris- 
ing under the Constitution and laws of 
the State; that the Federal courts should 
finally determine all disputes as to the 
meaning and application of Federal laws, and 
the State Courts all differences as to the mean- 
ing and application of State laws, between its 
eitizens. o carry out such au intention it is 
impossible to conceiye a law better adapted than 
Sec. 700. It allows the State Court to determine 
the questions which belong to them, and after 
the highest State Court has passed on the Fed- 
eral question, if desired, it provides a way by 
which the highest Federal Court may finally 
determine that. The petition asks that all the 
questions, both of law and fact, arising in this 
case shall be removed to the Federal Court at 
once and tried there. Can any sufficient reason 
be urged why the courts of the State shall not be 
allowed to determine the questions arising be- 
tween its own citizens, under its laws, and the 
courts of the United Statesto finally determine 
the questions arising under itsiaws? Thus each 
Government keeps within the bounds which its 
founders unquestionably tatended to establish, 

and the courts, both Federal and State, keep 
within their legitimate limits. To construe 
the second section of the act — 
1875 as applicable to cases lik 
the one under consideration, would . 
the fundamental principies by which Federal 
and State jurisdiction are determined. 

Counsel for defendant refer to Railroad Com- 
pany vs. Mississippi as an authority in point. 
That was an action by the State of Mississippi 
to obtain a peremptory writ of mandamus re- 
quiring the railroad company to remove a sta- 
tionary bridge which it had erected across Pearl 
River, on the line between Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi, and for other purposes. After an an- 
3 of the pleadings the court says: 
“It win be observed that the conten- 
tion of the State rests in part upon the 
ground that the construction and maintenance 
of the bridge in question is a violation of the 
condition on which Mississippi was 202083 
into tne Union, aud inconsistent with the en- 
gugement on the part of the United States as 
expressed inthe act of March 1, 1817. On the 
other hand the raiirdad company, in support of 
its riguts to construct and maintain the present 
bridge across Peari River, invokes the protec- 
tion of the act of Congress, passed March 2, 
1368. While this case raises qu@stions which may 
involve the construction of Rate enactments, 
and aiso, perhaps, general principles of law 
not necessarily connected’ with any Federal 
question, tne suit otherwise presents a real ana 
substan tial dispute or controversy which de- 
pends altogether upon the construction and ef- 
fect of an act of Congress.“ 

This statement of the case shows that the 
plaintiff in part relied upon an act of Congress 
and the Jefendant claimed the right to maintain 
the bridge by virtue of another such act; thus 
the construction and effect of one act of Con- 
Kress is brought into the case by the plaintiff, 
and the construction and effevt of another by 
the defendant—both parties claim rights by 
virtue of those acts. case cited is not anai- 
ogous to the one under consideration. The

The HRallroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners Think the Bills of Lading Is- 
sued by the Railroads Are Not in 
Compliance with the Law. 

The representatives of the freight depart- 
ments of the east-bound roads were to have 
held a meeting at Commissioner Moore's office 
yesterday to further discuss the troubles re- 
garding the weighing-of east-bound freight and 
to transact such other business as might 
be brought up, but it was not heid on ac- 
count of Commissioner Moore being taken sick, 
which prevented him from coming to his office, 
It is quite probable that the meeting will de held 
next Saturday, and it is almost certain that at 
that time a resolution will be passed to allow the 
Grain Shippers’ and Receivers’ Association to ap- 
point men to watch the weighing of east-bound 
freight and certify to the correctness of the 
weights. 

The Hailroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
and Attorney-General McCartney beld a meet- 
ing at the Grand Pacino Hotel yesterday to con- 
sider what means had best be taken regarding 
the complaints of shippers if the railroads con- 
tinued to retuse to just the dilticuity. It is 
learned that they have an idea that the certifi- 
cates or bills of lading on which the weight is 
noted are not in accordance with the law, as 
they do not make the railroads responsible for 
errors, while the law empbatically provides 
‘that the railrouds. must give correct 
weigbt, and the Attorney-General and the Com- 
missioners therefore think that the railroads 
can be compelled to make good all damages 
arising from incorrect weighing. Commissioner 
Brainard yesterday procured coples of the bills 
of lading furnished cs A the various railroad 
companies, and they will be tully considered to 
tind out whether they fully comply witb the 
provisions of the Railroad and Warehouse actor 
not.

The Annual oat - Race Between 
Oxford and Cambridge. 


A Description of the Event by Robert 
Laird Collier. 


How Everything Looked to a Non-Rowing 
Man from London. 


Lonpon, March 15.—|Special Correspond- 
ence.|—No boat race for several years has 
created an interest just like the race of this 
year. Two weeks ago it seemed a foregone 
conclusion that Oxford would win—indeed, 
havea “walk-over.” But the chances have 
all been the other way for the last four or 
five days, and the betting has been three to 
one on Cambridge. The light blues in their 
new boat had done lovely work, and though 
their stroke had averaged two less in the 
minute than that ot the dark blues, yet the 
‘feathering’? had been so uniformly good 
and their stroke so strong and firm that it 
was almost conceded that Cambridge wouid 
win. 

Ten years ago the university boat-race 
was not only the aquatic event of the sea- 
son, but, indeed, it ambitiously essayed to 
pe the fashionable event of the season. ‘The 
university men came up to London, hired 
expensive apartments in Piccadilly and 
Kensington, went daily to witness the ex- 
ercises of the crews, came home in the even- 
ing and gave swell dinners either in their lodg- 
ings or at their clubs. In these years, too, it 
was the fashion for the families having sons 
in the university to have their houses full 
of guests, ‘for the most part university fel- 
lows and their parents or sisters. More- 
over, the well-to-do families living at 
Hammersmith, and, indeed, on both 
sides the Thames lining the course 
of the race, would have their 
houses full of guests, and when the race 
came rather late in the season—the Easter 
vacation coming in April—these hosts would 
give garden-parties and end up the day with 
grand dinner companies. These customs 
centering in the boat-race have been on the 
wane notably for the last five years, and this 
year the interest scemed to have pretty near- 
ly died out. In former years the river banks 
have been dall crowded whenever the men 
were in their boats, and at times when the 
weather has been fine the whole distance on 
the Hammersmith side esvecially has been a 
mob. Although for the most part the 
weather has been beautifully fine for the last 
three weeks, and though the crews have been 
out in their boats daily, they havedeen with- 
out the usual crowd of spectators, Only on few 
days have there been V numbers, and on 
not one day anything like the crowd of for- 
mer days. However, the men of the oars, and, 
indeed, it may be said the whole life of the 
universities, were, strained to make this a 
conspicuous occasion and recover the pres- 
tige and glory uf the old days. 

THE DAY AND THE CROWDS. 


The morning was full of promise. The 
sun came out gloriously. The whole of Lon- 
don was decked in blue (dark and light) 
streamers. Men and women wearing 
colors of their favorit crew. The horses of 
the omnibus company were decked out, and 
the drivers and conductors all had a ribbon 
in the button-hole. The very beggars and 
Arabs of the slums all flaunted their sympa- 
thies and hopes by wearing a bit of dark or 
light blue. 

Ample arrangements had been made for 
conveying the crowds. The bulk of the peo- 
ple went by rail. The Southwestern Com- 

any ran frequent trains from Waterloo, 

‘auxhall, and Clapham Junction for Putney, 
Barnes, and Mortlake. The North London 
ran enormous special trains to Hammer- 
smith The District Railway ran trains 
every few minutes to both Hammersmith and 
Putney bridge. 

The race was fixed to commence at 5 
o’clock, in order to meet the wishes of the 
Conservancy officers. The last occasion upon 
which the race was rowed atsuch a late hour 
was the year 1870, when Mr. J. H. D. Goldie 
secured his first great victory. The race 
started then, according to the Rowing Alma- 
nac, at 5:14 p. m. Today, according ™ the 
Conservancy regulations, the arches of Put- 
ney bridge, were closed at 4 p. m., and no 
floating craft was permitted to pass beyond 
the bridge till the race was over. 

Pretty much all day the flood of humanity 
poured itself toward the scene of the strug- 
gle. Hundreds of thousands of the lower 
orders on foot, sombre, solemn, and seemly. 
Now and then a little chaffing and — 
the stream is in Piccadilly toward Hammer- 
smith. The busses are packed inside and 
full on the outside. The tour wheelers ”’ 
and the “hansums” are dashing on; and 
now the stately equipages with the sedate, 
lordly-looking coaehmen and footmen move 
through Kensington in almost solemn awe. 
‘These fellows up en the boxes of these splen- 
did heavy carriages are in all the colors of 
the rainbow. many in white or black silk 
stockings and crimson and gold trim- 
mings. Our four chartered and highly 
privileged steamers were early at their sta- 
tions and were well filled. The first steamer 
was in the sole disposal of Mr. R. Lewis 
Lloyd, the umpire. The universities each 
had a steamer, and the representatives of the 
press occupied the fourth, 

When we were in full sight of the masses 
of people lining the banks of the river they 
were as the “stars of the firmament’ or as 
the sands of the seashore for numbers.“ 
Never did more people ever witness a boat- 
race. All London, except the few left at St. 
James’, were packed to the water’s edge. 
Every standing spot was occupied, and the 
standing and sitting room on the temporary 
stands erected on everyinch of available 
ground was let out at fabulous prices. 

“BEASTLY WEATHER.”’ 

The weather changes. Thesky is overcast. 
Rain, snow, and hail alternate. Here comes 
a prize-taker in the way of a bitter, biti 
wind. The English sang-froid is delightfu 
The university men on the decks o their 
collars over their ears and 
with noses red, shivering in every inch of 
their bodies, smoke their pipes and bite away 
at their sandwiches. The sky is lead, but 
the river is brilliant with its thousands of 
craft. Every flagstaff flew “ the rival blues,“ 
and splashes of the same color could be seen 
adorning the majority of the masculine but- 
tonholes and feminine neckerchiefs. 

Every bridge from old London to Putney 
was crowded with people only.to see these 
boats of every size and description moving 
toward the starting point of the race. The 
whole distance between the water-works at 
Barnes and the ship“ at Mortlake was oc- 
cupied by a conveyance of some sort or an- 
other, while the shore was lined with barges 
and lighters. 

The representatives of the press left Tem- 
ple Pier shortly after 3 o’clock in the press- 
boat. There were many noted newspaper- 
inen well known in London and on the Con- 
tinent. M. Hector Van Doorslaer of the 
Journal de Bruxelles, M. C. Gillat of the 
Paris L’ Evencment,and Herr George Buxen- 
stein of the Berlin Wasserport, were among 
others. Arrived at Putney bridge the 
weather was beastly.“ One could hard! 
seé to the shore by reason of the thick fall- 
ing snow, and here was a wait“ of two 
hours. The umpire boat next comes up and 
then the university boats. The betting is 
simply wild. The river side hostelries are 
crowded with sporting men, and the betting 
is four to one on Cambridge. 

At 5 o’clock a rush was made to the steam- 
ers. ‘The Oxford boat lay over on the Surrey 
side moored toa huge lighter, and on the 
other side was fastened the press boat. 
Away toward the Middlesex shore lay the 
umpire’s boat and the boat of the Cantabs. 

GETTING READY. 

The genuine excitement rose high as the 
stake-boats from which the men were to 
start were got into posiuon, and Mr. Searle 
the gentleman who was to start the rival 
crews, rowed out in a waterman’s skiff. 
This gentleman was received with tumul- 
tuous cheers. The Cambridge crew em- 
barked at 5:20, and the Oxons at 5:27. The 
Cambridge crew wore light blue jackets 

caps; the Oxonians werein natty white 
Jereaye 7 and dark blue caps, and looked every 
inch men ready for business. The dark 
blues won the “toss,” and gained the privi- 
lege of choosing position, which they took 
up at the outer or Surrey Station. Mr.

once led out with marked advantage. 

THE WINNERS. 

There is little more to add. The dark 
blues were the winners. They passed Barnes- 
bridge in 17 minutes 28 seconds, and their 
antagonists just ten seconds later. ‘The win- 
nihg crew completed the course in 21 
minutes and 18 seconds, and secured the 
victory by three lenths anda half. The Ox- 
ford crew were in excellent x and the 
Cambridge crew in bad form. The latter 
seemed dumbfounded at the speed of the Ox- 
ford boat. The rowing in the Cambridge 
boat was good; regular, though short. 
However, all calculations were upset. Cam- 
bridge had practiced well and was reputed 
to have accomplished some marvelous trials. 
The practicing of the Oxfords had been for 
some days ragged and uncertain. The light, 
dashing stroke of the Cantabs lacked power 
and failed them. ‘The vigor and beautiful 
swing of the Oxonians won literally all the 
way.” They merited the victory to the full. 

Heretofore the result of the practicing has 
been a foreshadowing of the issue of the 
struggle. In this issue there was a fiasco. 
Thousands upon thousands of pounds have 
been lost and won. The unlooked-for result 
of this year’s race may make people less 
eager to risk so much for the chance of win- 
ning so little. 

PERSONNEL. 

The personnel of the crews was almost 
phenomenal, and illustrated both a physical 
and physiological fact—namely: that beauty 
is not power, or the old English saw: 
Andsome is as ’andsome does.“ 

The Cantabs were as clean-cut and hand- 
some a crew as ever took to oars. ‘They 
were younger than the men of the Oxford 
boat, and had a much more refined and grace- 
ful bearing. Fox, of Trinity College. and 
Fairbairn, of Jesus College, were Apollos in 
physique and features ana their bearing, and 
that of Churchill, of Trinity, was dignified 
and precise. Hunt. the coxswain of the crew, 
was a well-knit little fellow, as lithe and 
graceful as a fawn, but with the face and ex- 
pression of a self-contained, self-respecting 
gentleman. 

The Oxford men had more the air of pro- 
fessionals, and this year’s crew were chosen 
for their muscle and prowess, and are old 
hands at the oar, and the result of the race 
showed their genius of muscle and dexterity. 

A BIT OF HISTORY. 

The eight-oar boat-race did not become es- 
tablished at the two historic universities un- 
til che year 1828, and about that time there 
began to be talk abouta conteston neutral 
waters, and after very jong correspondence 
it was arranged that a race should be rowed 
on the Thames and that the course should be 
from Hambledon Lock to Henley-bridge, a 
distance of two miles and a quarter. Oxford 
won this first race. No race took place again 
till 1836, which resulted in favor of Cam- 
bridge. Though there has been an annual 
race since 1856 it was not arranged and 
agreed upon as a stated custom till 1850. Of 
the forty races already rowed Oxford has 
won twenty-two, Cambridge seventeen, and 
there has been one dead heat—viz.: in 1877.

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JOHN FINERTY. 


Gossip Aboat the Representative of the 
Second Lilinois District. 

{Washington (D. C.) Republican. |—Repre- 
sentative John F. Finerty, the latést addition 
to the dynamite brigade, stands six feet two 
inches in his stocking feet, and weighs 230 
pounds, having gained forty pounds since 
his election to Congress. IIe is one of the 
most perfect specimens of physical manhood 
I ever saw,’ writes one who knows him 
well, and one of the finest talkers in the 
land. He is not garrulous; on the contrary, 
being rather slow to get started, but, his 
tongue once loosened, it is a treat to listen to 
him, either ina social way or in a public 
speech. Strange as it may seem, his closest 
friend is an Englishman, a fellow journalist, 
by the name of Samuel Vernon Steele. They 
have been intimate for years, and are warm- 
ly attached toone another after a careless, 
Bohemian fashion. The Englishman takes 
a malicious delfent once in a while ir goad- 
ing Finerty into a furious rage to see him 
storm. Lou are magnificent when are in 
that mood, me boy,’ he will say, after re 
garding him admiringly during oneof his 
passionate outbursts, much as an artist 
studies a terrific thunder-storm. Lou are 
superb at times. Keep it up, me boy.’ And 
Finerty will retort witha half angry, haif 
laughing remark about the dom'd Saxons,’ 
and the waters so recently lashed into fury 
will resume their normal placidity. 

“Finerty, when a mere boy, ran away 
from Ireland to escape the consequences of 
some revolutionary enterprise in which he 
had engaged, and after serving through the 
War of the Rebellion, and trying, in compa- 
ny with several other Fenians, to wrest Can- 
ada from England's clutch, embarked in the 
newspaper business. From the first he had 
a horror of routine work, ‘apprentice work,’ 
as he termed it, and never wissed an oppor- 
tunity of * seldiering.’ He was sent out one 
night to ‘do the hotels,’ then an important 
assignment on the Chicago papers, but a du- 
ty he heartily despised. He met good com- 
pany and didn’t turn up at the office until 
about 2 o’clock in the morning. 

“* Where are those personals, John?“ anx- 
iously asked the city editor, as the tall form 
of the blood descendant of Irish Kings cast 
a Shadow across his vision. 

Personals! What personals, sir?’ 

The hotel personals you went out after 
four or five hours ago?“ 

* He had forgotten all about the hated 
hotel assignment, and the summary way it 
was recalled to his memory angered him. 
Turning to the city editor, he straightened 
himself up and, with great dignity, said, 

Nobody came to town today, sir.“ With that 
astonishing declaration he turned on his heel. 
and in a few days obtained employment on 
another paper.“ 

Finerty went through several Indian cam- 
paigns, and exposed himself to great personal 
danger with the most reckless bravery. When 
his frontier exploits were referred to after- 
ward in his presence he would hasten to ex- 
plain that the front of the fight was always 
the safest place to be in during a battle with 
Indians, and that be went to the front to get 
out of danger. 
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SOLDIERS AND TENNESSEE BONDS, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 28.—([(Special.}|—The

Trustees of the National Home for Disabled 
Volunteer Soldiers of the United States, who 
own a number of Tennessee bonds.
